Uncle Snm .became more.of a world power and 
his capital rolloctcd his now importance there was 
added each year the "little season" which ex- 
tended from the convening of Congress In Decem- 
ber until the New Year. Latterly there has been 
yet another development and we have the spring 
season.(In many respects the most enjoyable of 
all) 
which opens on Waster and extends until 


warm weather sets In. During Lent, social nc.tiv- ^ 
Ity Is virtually suspended, tor even the hostesses 
who tiro not so devout as to have heed for- tho 
religious significance of the forty days welcome 
the Interval as n "rest period." Easter, therefore, 
finds the lenders of officialdom restored In spirit 
and reiuly for a new round ot activity. 


But, 
as 1ms been said, on Easter1 morning all 


officialdom goes to church and for tho going finds 
plenty of spectators, inasmuch as Washington Is 
always thronged with, tourists at Easter, and such 
of them as are disappointed in the effort to gnin 
admission to the crowded churches throng the 
approaches to view the .passing show. The larg- 
est throngs are usually to be found in the neigh- 
borhood of the Unitarian church, of which Presi- 
dent Tatt is a member, although In simple truth It 
must bo admitted that President Taft Is the. only 
attraction here, for not many other public men of 
prominence happen to worship at the same 
church ns tho President, nut it is the President 
that the Easter throng wants to see and they 
block the sidewalks about the church until after 
bis big motor car has whirled up to the curb 
and 
tho President has disappeared 
Into the 


church. 
After the service there is somewhat of 


a repetition of the scene, but the crowd Is not so 
large, because It is etiquette for tho President to 
be allowed to make his exit ere the rest of the 
congregation leave their scats and he Is well on 
his way to tho White House 'ere most of the peo- 
plo emerge trom the church.

Senate. A short distance away is St. 
Matthew's Roman Catholic church, 
which is the great rendezvous of the 
diplomats on Easter morning, for, be 
it known, most of the members of our 
official "foreign colony"—particularly 
those from southern Europe and the 
South and Central American coun.

"Church, of the Presidents," and it merits the title 
for though President Taft la not H. member, he 
occasionally worships there with his wife, as did 
every President from Madison to Lincoln.

Are 
Numerout This Session- 


Wave Perry'» "Don't Give Up 


the Ship" Flag. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—Congress Intends to 


shut down on "deceitful .allusions to 
applause." 
Perhaps the public does 


not know it, but a great many of the 
fine speeches which appear In the 
Congressional Kecord and which fre- 
quently are sent out in pamphlet form 
to constituent* to admire, never were 
delivered. A. member gets two min- 
utes' time, stands on his feet, deliv- 
ers himself ot the opening paragraph 
of a speech and then gets "leave to 
print" Vh* remainder In the Congres- 
sional Record. When the Record ap- 
pears with the speeches in full It fre- 
quently has been found that the mem- 
ber who was supposed to have de- 
livered the speech has Inserted here 
and there In parenthesis- the word 
"applause" and occasionally he nas in- 
serted "gre>Jt. applause" and on other 
occasions ite may put in "long, loud 
and continuous applause," and again 
"great cheering."" This has been pro- 
nounced time and again to he a petty 
sort of deceit Intended for Home con- 
sumption and the making of votes. 


Congress may take cognizance of 


this "applause practice," for Represen- 
tative Du-ore has introduced this reso- 
lution, which it is said may pass: 
. "Resolved, That the Congressional 
Record shall hereafter contain no ref- 
erence to any applause that may oc- 
cur In connection with anything done 
or said on the lioor of the bouse of 
representatives, nor shall any method 
of indicating approval or disapproval 
thereof be employed In said publica- 
tion." 
There is'nothing in this resolution 


to show directly what It is aimed at. 
but every member knot's and It Is 
probable that a good many men who 
have written the word applause 
a. 


dozen times will vote for the resolu- 
tion rather than havo it appear that 
they have Been addicted to a deceit- 
ful practice and would like to keep it 
up. 
Season for Monuments. 


This seems to be the session for the 


introduction of bills into congress for 
the erection of monuments aud me- 
morials of various kinds. Mr. Flood 
of Virginia has just introduced a bill, 
"To provide lor the construction of 
a memorial highway, archway and 
gateway in memory of-Thomas Jeffer- 
son at Monticello, Albemarle county, 
Virginia." The Democrats make moro 
or less of a shrino of Thomas Jeffer- 
son's old home. The approaches to 
It are said not to be what they should 
be, and there Is a chance tnat Mr.

The other-day. In congress an ap- 


propriation .was asked to repair, pre- 
serve and properly exhibit the trophy 
flags now in store in the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis.

In order that 
the attempt to secure the appropria- 
tion might have plenty of patriotic 
sentiment to inspire its passage, one 
o f ' the members had secured 
from 


the naval academy several of the bat- 
tie-flags which are now in the keeping 
of -that inatitution. One of them was 
the' flag flown by Commodore Perry 
at the battle of Lake Erie, it Is a blue 
flac with these words in gold letters 
inscribed upon it: "Don't Give Up the 
Ship" These -words; of course, will 
•be: 
recognized-" as those of Captain 


Lawrence^of the United States navy, 
who commanded' the frigate Chesa- 
peake in its battle with the British 
'frigate Shannon off the Maine coast 
in the war of 1812. 
Lawrence was.mortally wounded in 


the action and his last .words were 
"Don't give up the ship," words which 
became the motto of the American 
navy 
Captain Lawrence lies buried 


In-Trinity churchyard, New York city, 
his grave being within fifteen feet or 
the iron fence which separates the 
cemetery from the busiest part of that 
great thoroughfare, Broadway. 
Hun- 


dreds of thousands of people visit this 
-grave in the course of a year and It is 
seen through the fence palings by as 
many more thousands; who it they 
would stop for a moment, could read 
from the pavement the inspiriting In 
scription which the tomb bears.

that the marines will believe anything 
and there Is also something of « sneer j 
In the saying. This "remark of

proach" Is not nearly one. for tho sal'l-

ors who originated it only meant to 
Intimate that 
lh& marines did not 


know anything about sailing a ship. 
No sailor has ever contended that tho 
marine Is not a. good tighter and "all 
for the colors." 


Tho American marines had the first 


fight with tho Spaniards 
In 
Cuba. 


They were sent Into China at the tlmo 
that the embassies were beleaguered 
in 1900 and at the liattle of Tientsin, 
the marines lost .heavily. Thoy havo 
been landed in Mexico before this and 
in several of the 
South 
American 


countries and always have they done 
good service. 
Years ago over in 


Korea the'marines of this government 
fought and fought well. The ri'-.ord 
of the marines is a long one and an 
honorable one. 


General George F. Elliott of the ma- 


rine corps years ago with "1 marines 
and 29 sailors made a hurry-up march 
from Chemulpo to Seoul in Korea in 
order to protect the American consu- 
late and the missionaries at that pluco 
during the war between China and Ja- 
pan. At that time Elliott was a lieu- 
tenant attached to the U. S. S.-Haiti- 
more. News came to the ship thai 
the Koreans were 
raising the 
cry 


"Korea for the Koreans" and wero 
about to massacre all the foreigners 
at the Korean capital. Admiral Mc- 
N'alr ordered Elliott and his little com-

money, specie value, 147.73. Congress 
was asked

certificates 


should be paid with Interest to a very 
remote descendant of Randall, who 
died In 1790. 
He left a son. -William, 


who when be was an old man, adver- 
tised for the'lost certificates and me- 
morialized congress for their payment. 
The lawmakers refused to pay any at- 
tention to the matter. 
Others have 


presented the claim but without suc- 
cess. 
Claims growing out of the war 
be- 


tween the states are, of course, more 
numerous than those growing out of 
the war of the Revolution, because the 
one war Is nearer to us than the oth- 
er and many of the active claimants 
are living. 
The senate has just given 


the Shawnee Indians of Kansas the 
right to go to the proper United Slates 
court to have their claims adjusted for

It is claim- 
ed that these particular Shawnee In- 
dians remained peaceful during 
the 


trouble between the states, did not 
commit depredations, and yet on the 
supposition that they had done so. 
Union soldiers seized the Indians' pro- 
visions, household goods, cattle, horses 
and hogs and used them without ren- 
dering any payment therefor. 


It has, been said that the Civil war 


is 'nearer to us than the Revolution- 
ary war, but the length of time: that 
It takes to have a claim adjusted or 
even to start It on the way to adjust- 
ment may be made known when it Is 
said that this Sbawnee matter has 
been pending In one way or'another 
for 45 years.
